The journey ot the President-elect from New 


State Capital of New Jersey and the great ova” 
tion of the Philadelphians, together with num- 
berless little ineidents that have constituted 
feataree Of hie reception by the people of the 
sections he has traversed, One thing should 
be noted as moet clear and distinct : the firm 
Union tone of toese communities, and their 
expressed determination to stand by the Con- 
stitation at all hazards. The first question for 
which an answer is sought seems to be, Has the 
incoming Chief Magistrate backbone and grit, 
aud will he fast? Every indteation ‘that 
he-will 46 so is hailed with vast enthusiasm. 
Thus one of the most exciting scenes of the 
trip on Thursday, was when in the New Jer- 
sey House of Representatives Mr. Lincoln said 
“It may be hecessary to put the feot down 
firmiy,” the applause was tremendous, and 
to the question which followed, “If am right 
will you stand by went-up alond and 
many voiced “Aye! 

At Philadelphia a beautiful and impressive 
aileir was the raising of a superb fisg on old 
Independence Hall, which took plage on Fri- 
day morulag, as your dispatches have already 
informed you. The occasion furnished the 
theme of a most appropriate and happy refer 
enee in Mr. Liacoln’s Harrisburg speech. 

As Mr. Lincoln drew the flag-to the mast 
head it still remained fn a ball and did not_un- 
roll, and fears ‘were expressed lest it would re 
quire to be lowered; but just as it touched 
the block, one vigorous shake of the halyards 
vy Mr. Lincoln, loosened the folds and they 
epread gloriously out in the bright sunlight of 
the morning amid a great shout of freemen. 

At many of the brief stops, where large 
crowds bad been gathered, cheers have teen 
given for “no conecasion, no compromise,” 
It Mas been blazoved on flags and banners, and 
borne aloft in the throng. Men have pressed 
through the throng at the rear of the car, to 
say, “God bless you, Mr. Lincoln ; stand firm, 
abd don’t compromise,” 

Philadelphia did herself honor in the gio- 
riows reception she gave Mr. Linecojn, The 
crowil was inamense; andthe zeal displayed 
something remarkable, and the same tone as 
above referred to was widely apparent in the 
remarks of the crowd, in the cheers they gave 
for the Constitution, the Union and “ no com- 
promise.” The run from Phjigdelphia to Har 
risbugg was made in exeellent style. The 
President left the cars ovly on one occasion, 
and that during the half hour's stop at Lan- 
easter.
